Success for All Schools in Florida Continue Gains on FCAT 


Florida elementary schools using the Success for All reading program have once again made 
outstanding progress on the Florida Comprehensive Assessment Test (FCAT)-Reading assessments. 
Averaging scores for grades 3-5, Success for All schools gained 12.3 percentage points from 2002 to 
2004 in students scoring at Level 3 or better on FCAT-Reading. Florida schools in general gained 8.7 
points. 

Schools making particularly outstanding gains include: 

■ Duval Elementary in Alachua Co.: 31.3% 

■ Anchor Elementary in Alachua Co.: 29.8% 

• Milestones Charter School in Lake Co.: 21.7% 

• Jupiter Elementary in Brevard Co.: 17.3% 

• Shell Elementary in Alachua Co.: 16.7% 

• Midway Elementary in Seminole Co.: 16.0% 

■ Polk City Elementary in Polk Co.: 15.7% 

The 2004 FCAT-Reading results continue gains seen in previous years and mirror findings in states 
throughout the U.S., confirming that Success for All schools achieve greater gains than other schools 
on state accountability measures.

■ Old Town Elementary in Dixie Co.: 13.0% 

■ Eastside Elementary in Polk Co.: 12.3% 

• Lena Vista Elementary in Polk Co.: 11.0%

• Rivers Edge Elementary in St. Lucie Co.: 9.7%
